Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 44, 56 and their dependent claims are allowed over prior art of record for 
the same reasons noted in the previous Office action. 

As for claim 34, convinced by applicants' argument that the meaning of the term 
"lateral" relates to a direction to the side of an object (e.g. left, right) and not to the top 
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or bottom of an object, the rejection of claim 34 over Tung is withdrawn because the 
floating region 219 is located only underneath region 228 and not to the side hence one 
skilled in the art would not consider region 219 to be laterally located with respect to 
region 228. Accordingly, claim 34 and its dependent claims are allowed over prior art of 
record. 

For claim 51, the amendment made to claim 51 as noted in the Examiner's 
amendment overcomes the rejection of claim 51 over Tung because the right most 
floating region 219 located between the non-electrically conductive region 228 and the 
drain region 244 is positioned below the surface of the substrate and not at the surface 
of the substrate as now called for in claim 51. Accordingly, claim 51 and its dependent 
claims are allowed over prior art of record.
